F ran ce received assurances from the 
o th er governm ents nam ed th a t any a r­ 
rangem ents m ade would provide for 
the secu rity of the F rench in terests in 
the V enezuelan custom s. 
T he sta te d ep artm en t has learned 
th at, as reported in the B erlin d ispatch­ 
es, a m ere m oney p ay m en t will not 
m eet G erm any’s desires. C ount Q uadt,
